Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—Cum- 
mins’ plurality will be at least 85,000. What 
makes the Republican victory the greater is 
the fact that there is a considerable decrease 
in the vote from that of 1899, when Governor 
Shaw received a plurality of 56,000, more 
than had been received by any Governor that 
preceded him. 

The returns already received show utter 
demoralization of the Democratic party on 
the State ticket. And the returns also show 
that the Prohibition vote has been increased 
at least 100 per cent. : 

That many ‘of those democrats who op- 
posed the reiteration of the free silver heresy 
in the State platform voted for Cummins is 
not to be doubted, as in many localities 
where the gold Democratic vote is known to 
be large the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor received but a fraction of the party 
vote, while the Republican candidate ran far 
ahead of his ticket. 


Gains in Legislature. 
The Republicans claim that in the legis- 
‘lative contests they have gained three or Zour 
members to add to their majority in the Sen- 
ate, while in the House their now great ma- 
jority will be increased by seven or eight. 
Returns Show Light Vote. 

It is estimated at this hour that the Re- 
publican vote will be slightly above 225,000. 
Governor Shaw two years ago received 239,- 
540, so that the decrease this year will be 
somewhere around 15,000. 

The Prohibition vote is estimated at from 
20,000 to 25,000. Last year it was a little less

Clinton County makes the best showing for 
the Democratic candidate for Governor.

COMPLICATED BA! CAUSE OF 
‘ENDLESS CONFUSION. 


Vote Falls Of te an Unusual Degree— 
Charges of Fraud Heard on All Sides 
and Printers of Ballots in Some 
Places Arrested on Charges of Con- 
spiracy — Republicans Claim. the 
Legislature and Baltimore City as 
Well, 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 6, 4a. m.—[Special.]— 
United States Senator McComas at 2 o'clock 
claimed Baltimore City for the Republicans 
by 2,500 plurality and two of the three city 
legisiative districts, including a State Sen- 
ator. 

This would be a loss to the Democrats of 
twelve members of the House and one State 
Senator, as the entire city delegation’ of 
eighteen members of the Lower House in the 
last Legislature was Democratic. 

The Republicans are now claiming the Leg- 
ialature. on joint ballot, but returns so far 
received show the Legislature to be in doubt. 

A conservative estimate, based on a 
half the voting precin in the city 
unofficial returns from State made at 
8 a. m., indicate that the Democrats will 
control the Legislatire and will have prob- 
ably sixty-seven votes on joint ballot, which 
is six more than a majority. In order to 
attain this result it will be necessary that 
they carry the Seeond Legislative District 
in Baltimore City, which seems probable. 

Not more than half the returns from the 
city are in, and these show an unusually 
close contest. It is not believed that the ma- 
jority for either party in Raltimore City will 
exceed 2,000. Anything like accurate fig- 
ures are not obtainable, and even the best 
informed are totally at sed as to the result. 

Both Democratic and Republican head- 
quarters are closed, and the leaders have 
gone home. Prior to their departure the 
chairmen of both the Democratic and the 
Republican State Central committees gave 
out informal statements in which they guard- 
edly claimed both the city and the State. 

It seems highly probable that no more than 
75,000 votes have been polled in Baltimore, 
as against 110,000 cast two years ago at the 
municipal elections. 


Supervisors and Printers 

At Hagerstown President C. B. South and 
T. A. Nock, Democratic members of the 
Board of Supervisors of Election, and J. T. 
Driscoe Jr., printer of the ballots, were ar- 
rested this evening, charged with conspiracy 
with fraudulent intent in the printing of the 
official ballot. 

Ballots Full of Defects. 

All sorts of errors, typographical and 
others, both accidental and intended, ap- 
peared on the ballots in the different coun- 
ties. They made the already confusing new 
ballot, the conception of Mr. Gorman, almost 
impossible to mark correctly, and in some 
places nearly wrought the feelings of the peo- 
ple up to the fighting pitch. In Washington 
County the word Republican” appeared 
after the name of the Prohibition candidate 
for State Controller. thus making two Repub- 
lican candidates for one office. Only a part 
of the ballots were thus printed. 

The county supervisors of election ordered 
voting suspended in certain precincts until 
corrected ballots could be substituted. The 
Republican leaders charge that it was a 
Democratic trick. The printer declared it 
was purely a typographical error, though he 
admitted the possibility that some tinscrup- 
ulous person might have made a change 
in the fofm. The Democrats deny any at- 
tempt at fraud. 

In the Sharpsburg district the error near- 
ly precipitated a riot. The Democrats lost 
by it as well as the Republicans, because 
of the feeling aroused. In this city there 
was a row in one precinct, because a voter 
remained in the booth more than seven min- 
utes, the allotted time. 

Voting was stopped for hours in another 
precinct because a voter refused to use a 
dallot, because he claimed it was marked. 
It was found nearly all the ballots in that 
precinct had a similar blemish. In other 
words, blurs on tiie ballots caused by the 
printer’s carelessness were discovered and 
the supervisors at once issued instructions 
that all such ballots should be counted.

HEARS A GALL 


RETURNS TO POLITICAL ARENA 
IN TIME OF STRESS. 


Feels That Depression Demands Strin- 
gent Remedy—Leading Conservative 

Journals Declare That at Present 
Rate War May Go on Forever—Gen- 
eral Buller Now Posing in Role of 
Victim to Treachery of South At- 
rican Clique. 


LONDON, Nov. 6, 3 a. m.—Lord Rosebery 
has decided to leave his lonely furrow in 
response to an appeal from the Liberal aasoci- 
ation of Derbyshire. The ex-leader of the 
Liberal party has resolved to take his part 
once more in the political arena. He feels 
that a crisis has arisen in the fortunes of the 
country and that it is increasing in gravity. 

The growing uneasiness is perhaps reflected 
by the heavy fall in consols yesterday. The 
premier British security declined to a figure 
a little above 91, below which it has never 
stood within this generation. 


War Must Be Braced Up.

Buller Poses as a Victim.

Mr. Dickinson's return is not due to any 
interruption in the exchange of communi- 
cations with the brigands, which are still 
going on.

With broader markets and an increased 
speculative trade succeeding a period of dull- 
ness Board of Trade brokers and commission 
men are not much disturbed by the report 
from New York that their business is going 
to the dogs and that most of them are turn- 
ing their attention to the New York stock 
‘market.

Poor old Columbus, who 
has been buffeted about Chicago for several 
years, landing in one place and then being 
carted off to another, is now lying oh his 
back in Washington Park. 

The Columbus statue has a long history of 
neglect and dissatisfaction and its life was 
turdulant until it landed in a remote part of 
Washington Park, out of the sight of every 
one. There it was allowed to rest in peace 
and this is one of the specimens that Alder- 
man Hunter would include in the list of bene- 
ficiartes to “‘ Ruination Park.“ 

Then there are the Spanish caravels, which 
lie half buried in water in Jackson Park, and 
@ monument of more recent prominence, the 
Haymarket statue, which has been banished 
from the scene of its significance to Union 
Park. The statue isn’t wanted in Haymarket 
square because it takes up too much room, 
and even in Union Park the people are not 
clamoring to keep the statue.

SMASH BIG SHOW WINDOW AND 


Thieves Attack Cincinnati Jewelry 


Rich Haul—Some Are Recovered... 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 5.—{Special.]—Thieves 
smashed the big show window of the Duhme 
Jewelry company’s store before daylight this 
morning. and. secured diamonds valued at 
$10,000, part of which were recovered. 

The store is in Fourth street, which fs 
brilliantly lighted all night and ts a busy 
thoroughfare. The bullding ts watched on the 
inside by a watchman and on the outside by 
two private watchmen and the regular police. 
The departure of the thieves from the scene 
of the robbery was hasty, as is evidenced by 
the fact that in their fight they dropped ten 
diamonds valued at several thousand dollars, 
which were found by the police.

English View of Tobacco War. 


The London Financial Times, in discussing 
the war which had been started by the en- 
trance of the American Tobacco company 
into the tobacco trade of that country, says: 

“The recent developments in the tobacco 
world have lacked none of the sensational- 
ism which the American financier is so fond 
of displaying in his big deals, and the way 
in which they are likely to affect the manu- 
facturer, the retailer, and the consumer is 
a matter concerning which it would be rash 
to express any dogmatic opinion until the 
trade settles down under its new conditions. 
But, while the Yankee invasion and the 
measures adopted in this country to resist 
the encroachment have come as a consid- 
erable surprise to the man in the street, it 
is clear that both movements are the outcome 
of measures conceived a considerable time 
back. The purchase of Ogdens by the Amer- 
can Tobacco company on terms that were 
undoubtedly advantageous to the English 
shareholders was not the result ofa sudden 
impulse, but of a well-matured determina- 
tion to acquire or inaugurate manufacturing 
establishments, worked with American cap- 
ital and in American interests, on this side 
of the Atlantic. And, although the aggres- 
sive manner in wHich our cousins are seek- 
ing to beat us on our own ground is by no 
means a satisfactory feature in the trade 
position of the day, it would be unreasonable 
to blame the Ogden shareholders for closing 
with what was obviously a highly remunera- 
tive offer. They cleared some £180,000 by the 
transaction, but that was not all. Had they 
declined to part with their undertaking they 
would have had to face the competition of 
the American enterprise—competition as 
powerful from the financial point of view 
as it would have been keen and resolute in 
its direction. 

“ Thus, the action of the American Tobacco 
company was a direct challenge to the Brit- 
ish manufacturer. The exact form which 
it took was a matter of minor significance, 
and the only question of practical moment 
was the nature of the British manufacturer's 
response.“ 

The Times speaks of the formation of 
a combination by English manufacturers 
as insuring that, whatever the plans of the 
American Tobacco company may be, its 
plan of campaign will be hotly resisted 
at every turn. It says. in conclusion: 

„This much is evident, if British manu- 
facturers and retaflers mean to hold their 
own they must work together in absolute 
harmony, and, above all, must show the 
consumer—who, we imagine, must benefit in 
any case—that he has nothing to gain by 
transferring his patronage to an alien com- 
pany. If this line be followed the industry 
will emerge from the trial without serious 


harm.”

‘HOLDS NO CENSURE DUE. 


Points Made Against the Rear 
Admiral Declared Insignifi- 
cant and Valueless. 


HIS DUTY WELL PERFORMED 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—[{Special.]— 
Arguments in the Schley court of inquiry 
were continued today. Attorney Hanna con- 
cluded his presentation of the case, and Cap- 
tain James Parker of Schley’s counsel began 
his argument for the applicant. 

Captain Parker opened by paying a high 
compliment to the court, and said this is 


the first time in the history of the world 


that a victorious commander, and one who 
nad done his whole duty, had been called upon 
to explain his conduct. There had been con- 
siderable gossip about Schley's conduct, but 
no officer had the temerity to make, over 
his signature, any charges against the Rear 
Admiral. In asking for the inquiry Schley 
wanted the conduct of evéry one concerned 
to be investigated, but the department de- 
sired to limit the scope of the investigation. 

No one was accused and no one was on trial 
in this case, Captain Parker said, but the in- 
quiry had deen conducted as a trial, and 
he was compelled to consider it in that aspect. 

Captain Parker started with the departure 
of the flying squadron from Key West, and 
in a general way reviewed most of the speci- 
fications of the precept, brushing a number 
of them aside with the statement that they 
did not amount to anything. 


Ordered Not to Risk Ships. 


Upon Schley’s arrival at Cienfuegos, he 
ald, he was acting under orders of the de- 
partment not to jeopardize his ships by 
placing them too near the shore batteries. 
Captain Parker argued that Schley could 
not be blamed for not calling Captain Mc- 
Calla on board when they passed each other 
about forty miles from Key West, and then 
be blamed for calling Captain Chester on 
beard a few hours later the same day, as 
has been attempted. | 

Efforts had been made, he said, to show 
that the Iowa had brought the McCalla 
memorandum ‘and the Dear Schiey letter 
on May 22, but the Judge Advocate had 
failed to prove this. 

In referring to the blockade at Cienfuegos 
Captain Parker said it did not matter how 
far the flying squadron was from the shore. 
as the blockade was effective, because no 
hostile vessel entered or left the port, but 
that a friendly one was sent in to secure in- 
formation. It weuld have been folly, he 
held, to send a vessel ashore in an enemy’s 
country to find out if the enemy was there. 

Referring to the signal lights seen on 
shore and the question as to the date on 
which they were observed, Captain Parker 
said the testimony was conflicting. He pre- 
ferred to trust to the leg books rather than 
slippery memories so long after the occur- 
rences. Three of these logs showed that the 
lights were seen on May 23, and not on the

There is no doubt, he said, that Captain 
MoCalla did not tell any ene except Captain 
Chadwick of the arrangement of the signals 
between the insurgents. It is known that he 
did communicate this to Captain Chadwick. 
Tt is not known whether or not Chadwick 
told Sampson, but it is certain that Sampson 
dia not tell Schley. Even if the code of sig- 
nals had been communicated to Schley on 
the 23d, this memorandum does not contain 
one word about the signals, but referred to 
a landing place to be found thirteen miles 
from Cienfuegos.

No Work Done on Fortifications. 


Referring to the charge that Schley did not 
‘execute Sampson's orders to prevent work 
on the fortifications at Cienfuegos, Captain 
Parker. said that Captain McCalla testified 
that on his arrival at Cienfuegos on May 24 
the fortifications were in exactly the same 
condition as on a previous visit about two 
weeks before. Schley had no orders to leave 
Cienfuegos: The only orders he had were 
to find out if the Spanish squadron was in 
Cienfuegos and when satisfied it was not 
chere to leave for Santiago. 

‘Upon Schley, who was on the spot, the 
@epartment had placed the responsibility 
and in doing so it had wisely given him dis- 
cretion in the matter. 

The testimony fades into nothing.“ con- 
tinued the Captain, in the light of subse- 
quent events. 

“There is nothing in the charge of delay 
in the progress to Santiago,“ explained Cap- 
tain Parker, who said there might be no wind, 
but at the same time a heavy swell, which 
would make it dangerous to coal. 

Schley had been criticised for not abandon- 
ing the collier and his smaller vessels, but 
Captain Parker did not believe the court 
would hold Schley to any such plea. In 
view of the Commodore’s wide experience in 
every ‘sea, in every clime, his judgment was 
more likely to be correct as against that of the 
young officers who were in command for the 
first time. 

Speaking of the fault found with Schley's 
failure to order the commanding officers of 
all the scout ships on board when they met 
off Santiago for the purpose of asking them 
for information, Captain Parker said this 
was the most puerile thing in connection 
with the whole business. It was<the duty 
of the junior officer to impart information to 
his senior. While the testimony does not 
how everything that was found out by the 
officers of the scouts, it is well known that 
Sthiey was told by Captain Sigsbee the

Sigsbee ‘“‘ Curiously Blind.” 

„Captain Sigsbee was curiously blind.“ 
said Captain Parker. Not purposely so, 
but curiously so. The squadron 
was there, but somehow Captain Sigsbee 
could not see the Colon, which was in the 
Harbor. It is one of the mysteries of the 
case why he failed to see the ship.“ 

Parker said he was willing to rest the case 
on this point on the testimony of Schley. 
He pointed out to the court, however, that 
an entry was found in the log of the Colon 
which showed that Captain Sigsbee was ob- 


. served by the officers on the Spanish vessel 


‘when he was sketching the fortifications, yet 
Captain Sigsbee did not see the Colon. 
Taking up the question of disobedience of 
orders, Captain Parker read the dispatch of 
the department, analyzed it, and said there 


was no disobedience of orders, as no orders 


of a positive character were contained in 
the dispatch. Schiey in this dispatch was 
directed to ascertain whether or not the 
Spaniards were at Santiago, and not to 
allow them to leave without a decisive ac- 
tion. Schiey did find out that the Spaniards 
were there. 


Holds Action Was Decisive. 


and before 1 o'clock

shoes for his feet or hat for his head, and 
clad in a pair of drawers and an undershirt.

Then he took up Commodore Schley's dis- 
patch forwarded by the Harvard and de- 
fended the position taken by the Commodore 
in that message. He then referred to the 


the department that he had been unable to 
obey orders, “‘ earnestly as all have striven.” 

“If a subordinate informs us that he is 
unable to obey orders we do not charge him 
with disobedience,”’ he sad. We may cen- 
sure him for bad judgment, but for nothing 
more serious. Failure under such circum- 
stances is not always disobedience. We can 
all look back and see how we could have done 
differently. 


Schley Not Negligent of Duty. 

“Now, I say that Commodore Schley 
never had any orders. It was merely a sug- 
gestion as to what he should do. He was to 
find out if that squadron was there and 
to see that it did not leave without a de- 
cisive action. Even if true that the Com- 
modore committed gross errors of judg- 
ment, which I do not admit, but even if true, 
he had no motive but to do his whole duty 
as from the beginning he had always done it 
—no more, no less. 

Concluding his remarks for the day, Cap- 
tain Parker said: 

„That brings us to a discussion of the so- 
called reconnoissance, which I think can be 
summed up in a few words. We have had the 
information of all the gentlemen, who werc 
clothed with no responsibility in the case, 
that they could, they would, etc. Well, per- 
haps, they would, undoubtedly they could 
have gone in, the whole of them, and risked 
the ships and been called fools for their pains. 
They might have come out successful, they 
might have done something to the Colon 
which was not done; they might have sunk 
it. I do not think that is in the least 
probable. 

Sampson Also Sees Colon. 

“There is one little Incident about this 
matter. We are permitted to go up to the 
Ist of June, and we see by the log of the 
Colon that it was there until 10:35. At 7 
o’clock in the morning the Commander-in- 
Chief, Admiral Sampson, came there and the 
Colon was pointed out to him, and there it 
lay for four hours and a half without a gun 
being fired atit. Iam not blaming anybody 
for this. 

The exercise of the slightest judgm 
the speaker said, when the clock struck 4. 
* Time’s up,” said Admiral Dewey, and with- 
out giving the Captain an opportunity to 
conclude the sentence, the court adjourned. 


Hanna Makes Some Concessions. 


Mr. Hanna, who is assisting the Judge 
Advocate, in concluding his address at the 
morning session, admitted that the evidence 
had not shown that the American squadron 
withdrew, from Santiago. at night, and said 
he was not competent to discuss whether 
or not the blockade was an adequate one. 
Neither would he discuss whether or noi 
everything incumbent upon the commanding 
officer was done to destroy the Colon. All 
that is shown on the records indicates that 
it was the intention of Schley to destroy 
the Colon. If the action was to destroy the 
Colon it was a failure, but if it was a recon- 
noisance it was not a failure, but there was 
delay in making it. The New Orleans did 
fire on the batteries, but did so on its own 

Hanna argued that the _ testimony 
3 there was no attempt on the part of 
the Spanish fleet to ram the Brooklyn when 
the enemy first came out of the harbor, but 
that the Spaniards steamed toward the 
Brooklyn only long enough to avoid the 
shoals at the entrance of the harbor. He 
said the Texas was endangered by the loop 
of the Brooklyn, and that his argument was 
supported by Lieutenant Commander Heil- 
ner, Lieutenant Hodgson, and even by Cap- 
tain Cook’s testimony. 


Insists Texas Was in Peril. 

Notwithstanding that Machinist Claxton 
has been discredited, Mr. Hanna used his 
testimony in his effort to show that the en- 
gines of the Texas were reversed when the 
Brooklyn made the loop. 

The Brooklyn was the only ship in the 
American fleet, said Mr. Hanna, whose move- 
ments on the day of the battle were marked 
with an interrogation point. This awful 
mark was placed opposite the name of the 
Brooklyn because of the loop. 

Taking up the Hodgson controversy, Mr. 
Hanna said it does not appear in the evidence 
that any one heard the entire conversation. 
This point of the precept stands on the af- 
firmative testimony of Hodgson and the 
denial of Schley. 

The Judge Advocate’s associate devoted 
considerable time in analyzing the dispatch 
on which is based the charge of disobedience 
of orders, but he did not come to any definite 
conclusion as to whether there were any or- 
ders, and, if these orders existed, whether 
they had been disobeyed. 


NEW OIL INSPECTOR IS IN: 
PLEDGED TO GIVE UP FEES. 


Melville G. Holding and Controller Me- 
Gann Agree on Bookkeeping System 
—Testimony Against Wooldridge, 


Melvine G. Holding, the new Oil Inspector, 
assumed his: office yesterday. He filed a 
bond in $10,000 and came to an agreement 
with Controller McGann to turn over all 
the fees of his office to the city. The formal 
contract will be signed as soon as the Cor- 
poration Counsel can draw it up. A new 
system of bookkeeping was agreed on for 
the office. The daily record of oil ins 
tions, with the fees received, are to be en- 
tered on blanks and these reports returned 
to the Controller's office every evening. 
The money received will also be turned into 
the city treasury.
